DIED IN THE NIGHT. 

At7 o’clock yesterday morning Mr. Robert 
Gardner, the morning clerk of the Pacific Hotel, 
sent one of the porters up to Room 5 to wake 
up its o¢eupant, in accordance with instructions 
recorded on the call-book the evening before. 
In a few minutes the porter came back, pale and 
breathless, with the intelligence that the gentile- 
manin that room was lying senseless on his 
bed, and that he believed he was dead. Mr. 
Gardner was much more startled’ tban the por- 
ter who had made the terrible discovery, as he 
knew what the porter did not,—thatthe geutle- 
man in question was Senator Zachariah Chandler, 
upon whose words but a few hours before 
thousands of people had hung with rapture. 
Unable to leave his post himself, Mr. 
Gardner immediately sent Mr. Frank Gaskili, 
another of the hotel clerks, up to the room to 
verify the report of the porter. In a few mo- 
ments Gaskill: returned, with the sad intelli- 
gence that the Senator was lying dead on his 
bed, and that, from evidences present, he had. 
been dead forsometime. A physician was sent 
for, and it needed but a brief examination on 
his part to satisfy him that the lips which the 
evening before had delighted an immense con- 
course with their vigorous eloquence were 
silent forever,—that Senator Zach Chandler had 
died in the night, but a few hours after he had 
made what many people considered to be the 
crowning-piece of his career as a public speaker. 

Notwithstanding the early hour, the news 
spread like wildfire, and people called in to 
satisfy themselves that the rumor which was 
being circulated was nothing bat a stupid 
canard. An hour later, and they began to flock 
in in cr owds, until the hotel clerks actually 
grew tired of the frequency with which they 
were called upon to anewer the one sad ques- 
tion which fell from everybody’s lips. 

Most of those who called left as goon as they 
learned that the report which had gained cur- 
rency in the city was true. Others remained in 
the hotel rotunda, gathering in knots, who dis- 
eussed the sad event, calling to one another’s 
minds well-known facts regarding the dead 
Senator’s career, and giving one another their 
impressions of the grand speech which they 
bed listened to the evening previous.

After this report had been read the physicians 
who had signed the document were sworn by 
Coroner Mann, and éaid that their opinion was 
expressed as read. The jurors were then given 
liberty to ask any of thé physicians questions 
regarding their opinion. : 

Henry W. King asked Dr. Andrews why they 
had come to the conclusion as to their theory of 
the cause of death. 

Dr. Andrews said that their examination had 
been an external one, and that they had found 
no indications of auy poison being used, either 
by the appearance of the body or the finding of 
any Vial, paper, or receptacle of any kind for 
poison. No marks of violence had been found 
on the body, and there were no indications of 
robbers or foul play. He was of the opinion 
that death bad been caused by some brain 
trouble, the true nature of which could only be 
ascertained by post-mortem examination. Ke 
thought that Meh an exafnination micht reveal 
a clot of blood in the brain, which had served to 
impede the circulation of the blood, and had pro- 
duced deatb. 

Mr. King asked if death might not have been 
caused by heart disease. 

Dr. Andrews said that he thought not. If 
such had been the case there would bave been 
indications of a disease of the heart some time 
prior to the death, and his friends all bad united 
in declaring that Mr. Chandler had never com- 
piained of an affection of the heart.

About three minutes after that hour Mr. Joseph 
Smith came down stairs and said that Senator 
Chandler was lying unconscious on his bed. 
Witness then went up stairs, ana. found the de- 
ceased ae had been reported. He took him by 
the hand, which hefoundtobecold. Herubbed 
it, but withopt producing any warmth. He 
then felt the * of the Senator, and found it 
cold all over, with the exception of a slight 
warmth round the chest. When Mr. Turner 
came up Stairs they moved the body. As they 
did so a gurgiing sound came from the throat. 
There were no evidences in the room of dis- 
order. 

In cross-examination the witness said that the 
gas in the room was not lit. 

Mr. Joho B. Drake said that his attentior was 
ret called to the fact of Senator Chandler's 
eath at about 8 o’clock in the morning on bia 

arriving at the hotel. The witness immediately 
went to the room and found the body lying on 
the bed. He examined the y for evidences 
of a violent death or of icide, but found 
nothing of the kind. He then sent for the 
doctor and Coroner and had the door locked. 

- Mr. Jesse Spalding, of No. 847 rraine avenue, 
made a statement, the facts of which have al- 
ready been given ju a lengthy interview with 
the gentleman published elsewhere. He said 
that he carefully scrutinized the appearances of 
the bed-room and the Bed, and failed to fiod 
anything that would indicate that any struggle 
bad taken piace. It seemed from all appear- 
ances that he had dropped off quietly, and that 
he had come to his death in a natural manner. 

The verdict rendered was to the effect that 
Senator Zachariah Chandler eame to his death 
after midnight of Oct. 31 and before 7 o’clock 
on the morning of Noy. 1 from a natural cause 
which, from the evidence, they found to be 
cerebral hemorrhage. 


LEONARD W. VOLK. 

Yesterday morning Jesse Spalding and some 
of the prominent gentlemen of the city dis- 
cussed the advisability of securing a cast of the 
dead Senator’s features and bust, and the ques- 
tion arose as to who should beintrusted to per- 
form the work. Gen. O. L. Mann suggested 
the name of Leonard W. Volk, the eminent 
sculptor of Chicago, he being an artist eminent- 
ly fitted to execute so important a task. . Ac- 
cordingly, Mr. Spaiding dispatched a messenger 
to the residence of Mr. Volk, No. 86 Thirty- 
filth street, and summoned the sculptor to ap- 
pear. The latter responded, and commenced the 
work. He was frum 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
until nalf-past 5 in the evening performing the 
task, and when he finished he had a cast of the 
entire head, the breast down below the clavicle 
bones, and the back of the neck some distance 
Gown; also a cast of both the bands. 

He first took a cast of the face, the forehead 
and all of the bead to the ears inclusive, the 
throat, and the breast, as the deceased lay upon 
acot, Then the body was turned over upon the 
face, and the back part of the head and the 
peck were cast. ‘

THE LATE SENATOR CHANDLER. 

The news of the sudden death of Senator 
Cuanpuze at his hotel in this city yesterday 
morning was rendered more than usually 
| impressive because all the morning papers 
contained reports of his speech on Friday 
evening. 

Mr. ‘Cuantizr was a man well known to 
the whole country. To the people of every 
section his name was familiar. During the 
present year his personal acquaintance with 
them had been extended because of his ap- 
pearance on the “stump.” He visited 
Maine, New Tork, Peunsylvania, and 
Ohio, and was everywhere greeted by im- 
mense audiences, with an enthusiasm which 
the earnestness and emphasis of his oratory 
could not fail to excite. He spent a few 
days in Wisconsin, and while there accepted 
an invitation to sveak in Chicago on Friday 
night. That speech was printed in Tus 
Turnen yesterday moming, but before the 
paper was read Senator Omanpuze lay dead 
in his chamber. 

Mr. Cuanpizr has borne uo unimportant 
or inconspicuous part in the history of the 
country tor the past twenty-five years. Great 
events produce the men fitted to take part in 
them. At no part of his life had he been a 
member of the Democratic party, and that 
party was dominant in Michigan until 1855. 
Mr. Onanpuer did hot, in fact, engage act- 
ively in politics until the Anti-Slavery senti- 
ment of the country had obtained new vigor 
because of the Pro-Slavery aggressions which 
marked the legislation of Con in 1854-’5. 
In 1857 the term of Gen. C as Senator 
expired and he went into Bucuanan’s Cabi- 
net, and Zace OCnanpLeB was elected Sena- 
tor to succeed him. At that time the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska bill had borne its fruits, and 
the summer of 1857 was to witness the great 
Democratic Lecompton fraud. It was at 
this moment, when the struggle of Slavery 
to perpetuate its control of the Government 
and spread over new Territories was pending, 
that Mr. Cuanpizr took his seat in the Sen- 
ate, in which, body the Democrats had a 
heavy preponderance. He soon became a 
conspicnous member. He was a Stalwart ” 
from tlie beginning.

It cut the 
workman off from the liberty to deal where he 
pleased ; it denied him the right of buying 
goods whert he could get them the cheapest, 
and limited him to dealing in such places as 
would extort from him prices which would 
consume his earnings. It required every 
workman that wanted an advance, or part 
payment of his to sign a written con- 
tract to pay stich prices for all goods as the 
employer might fix and establish in the ton- 
tract. Having made such a contract with 
the employer, he could, of course, get no 
credit elsewhere; and this is precisely the 
‘Mississippi negro-labor plan, which Senator 
Jounson voted against establishing in Illinois.

THE EOONOMIC FASE OF THE ELECTION. 

It is primarily as a taxpayer that every 
citizen Nn ice ay himself in the county 
election next y, and every citizen who 
is self-supporting and not a charge upon the 
community pays taxes in one form or an- 
other, Some citizens pay taxes on real 


estate, others on personal property, many on 


both classes of property, and the great mass, 
whether they pay directly or not, contribute 
indirectly so far as their wages or sales are 
affected by the exorbitant or reasonable tax- 
ation of their employers and customers. 
Hence every citizen of Chicago who is not a 
pauper, loafer, or thief has a personal inter- 
est in the honest and economic administra- 
tion of county affairs. , 

The Republicans may claim with justice 
the confidence and support of the taxpayers 
in local affairs. The books of the county 
demonstrate that Republican administration 
has worked an economic revolution in the 
matter of expenditures. The County Board, 
the Sheriff's office, the Uounty Clerk's 
office, the Recorder's office, all show 
an astonishing retrenchment during the 
past year as compared with the 
.same departments under Democratic aus- 
pites. Good faith in the past is entitled to 
confidence in the future. The economy 
which has characterized the management of 
the county offices during the past year de- 
mands of the taxpayers in their own interest 
that they continue tointrust the adminis- 
tration of the county moneys in the hands of 
men responsible to the very same organiza- 
tion and subject to the very same influences 
that have brought about the economic re- 
forms aforesaid... 

Some of the items of Republican saving in 
this county may be briefly illustrated in proof 
of these statements. Two years ago the 
county was carrying a temporary loan of 
$350,000, and there were nearly $400,000 
of county ordegs outstanding and ata dis-, 
count. In other words, the county was 
spending money beyond its income, which is 
limited by law to 75 cents on every $100 of 
the total valuation of taxable property. The 
present County Board has not only brought 
county expenditures within the lawful 
limit, but has pajd off the floating 
débt, redeemed the outstanding orders, 
and accumulated a fund of nearly $250,000 
to apply upon the expenses of the coming 
year until the new taxes shall begin to come 
in. How all this has been acconiplished 
may be easily understood from a few of the 
details. As compared with the Democratic 
administration of two years ago, there has 
been a saving this past year of $123,000 in 
the County Agent’s office, $58,000 in the 
expenses of the Poor-House and Insane 
Asylum, $23,000 in the cost of the Sheriff's 
office, $20,000 in the dieting of prisoners, 
and really $135,000 in the expenses of the 
County Olerk’s office, for that was the figure 
th it the last Democratic Clerk charged up as 
expenses, while the present Clerk has turned 
$1,000 into the County Treasury. These 
are the conspicuous items; but the same 
spirit of economy has extended throughout 
all pounty affairs, as the general result 
proves, 

The Republican county ticket of this year 
is of the same character as that of last year 
and the year before, through which these 
reforms have been carried out. The candi- 
dates are all bound in honor to proceed in 
the same direction of retrenchment and re- 
form. They will supplement the good work 
already done. They will be governed by the 
same influences that surround the Republio- 
ans now in the county offices. They thus 
bring the surest possible guarantee to the 
taxpayers for honest, capable, and econom- 
ical administration. Will it not be extreme 
and criminal folly to permit such a ticket to 
be defeated by indifference, and to allow 
county affairs to drift back into the extrava- 
gance and corruption of former Demooratic 


management ?

THE OPERA SEASON, 

Apparently there is no reason why an 
opera season in Chicago should not at pres- 
ent richly remunerate its manager. The 
times are flush and business is booming. 
The weather, which alwhys makes a great 
difference with operatic attendance, has been 
very favorable, All other places of enter- 
tainment have been crowded, and there is, 
and has been for some time past, a gen- 
eral diaposition ofthe part of the public to 
amuse itself without regard to expense, pro- 
vided only it obtained something like a guid 
pro quo. And yet an opera season of two 
weeks has just elosed in this city which has 
resulted in a loss to ite manager. There 
must be some very strong reasons for this. 
One of these reasons is, that the SrnAkoscn 
troupe came here comparatively unheralded. 
This was an error, all the more potent for 
mischief because, with the exception of Mlle. 
Lrrra, the artists were strangers, and to the 
majority of opera-goers they were not even 
familiar by reputation. However absurd it 
may be, it is nome the less true that the pub- 
lic looks first of all for, a familiar star, ac- 
credited to it by past successes, or a star 
whose reputation has reached it by per- 
sistent and ingenious advertising. Tho star 
is the drawing card ; and if there are two or 
three of them shining with equal magnitude 
all the better. Had Locoa, or Nassen, or 
Gerster been at the head of the Srranoson 
troupe, instead of the unknown Mile. Sixczr, 
who is as great an artist as either of 
the three, people would have broken their 
necks, if necessary, in their eagerness to fill 
Srrakoson's strong-box with their dollars. 
As it is, however, no one’s neck has been in 
danger; and after, the opera troupe has 
closed its work and gone the public just be- 
gins to find out that a great artist has been 
here, and to regret not having heard her. 

Another reasan is, that there was no en- 
semble to the performance. The first requi- 
site of a troupe is a strong, reliable chorus, as 
it is the groundwork of every representation. 
However fine individual artists may be, a bad 
chorus will inevitably mar, if not ruin, the 
whole performance. Rarely,*if ever, has a 
troupe been here with ‘finer artists than 
Srvozr, Casrenmary, Srortr, Lrrra, La- 
BLANCHE, Boca, Batpanza, and Pro- 
vrron; and yet it is impossible to look back 
at a single performance that gave complete 
satisfaction, whereas, had the chorus been 
effective, many of the performances would 
have rouseil a furore. Never has a worse 
chorus been here. It was deficient in every 
quality that goes to make Achorus. It was 
as faulty in the most as in the least familiar 
numbers, It is incomprehensible why Mr. 
Srraxoson should have engaged such people, 
knowing as he does the value that is set upon 
% kindly ohorus. Having secured them, 
however, it is equally incomprehensible why 
conductor and chorus-master have not 
labored with them to make them more effi- 
cient and enforced amore rigid discipline. To 
get their wages and their beer seems to have 
been the only gmbition of this motley group 
of singularly and conspicuously bad singers, 

Having artists who were comparatively 
unknown, and a chorus superlatively bad, 
Mr. Srraxoson fixed his tariff of prices too 
high. At the rates charged the public had 
a right to expect a completely-equipped 
troupe, from prima donna down to chorus and 
orchestra. This was not the case, and the 
public soon found it out. Had the charges 
been reasonable, it is unquestionable that 
the audiences would have been much larger, 
for in that case we would have had the 
compensation of hearing a few good artista, 
It is to be regretted that such artists as those 
we have named should have been compelled 
to sing to small houses, but it is not the fault 
of the public. It is one of the curious fail- 
ings of managers who have to deal with the 
public that they do not seem to know any- 
thing about ite wants or its habits, but go 
cheerfully on from season to season in utter 
defiance of it, though it should be their first 
endeavor to cater to ita favor.

What does the Jnterior thiuk about 
the Southern nogròes? Does it not agree with 
Tue Tumors that the Methodist Church is 
doing a good work in evangelizing these poor 
creatures in the South? Does it not think that 
the Presbyterian Church might with honor to 
itself take a much larger share in that work 
than it has hitherto done? We invite the Jnte- 
rior not to forget the negroes of the South, 
however hot it may become iu the interest of 
the negroes yet unknown in Central Africa. 
The Interior ought not to get into a passion 
about such a thing. It is undignified. Be- 
sides it illustrates tha very spirit of extending 
foreign missions at the expense of home mis- 
sions, which Taz Tarsus has pointed out 
and deplored. 

The sub-editor of the Inierior needs a 
caution on one other point. He should not 
attempt to write about historical faiths 
like Mohammedanism, Buddhism, or Brah- 
manism until he is further instracted. 
He would do well to leave these themes to, 


the Doctors of Divinity who occasionally, 


write for the oolumns of the Interior. Some 
of them are scholars, and they know that the 
practice of visiting undiscriminating censure 
on the great Asiatic beliefs was long since 
given over to the ignorant and the bigdted. 
No scholar of standing now denies that each 
of these faiths has done much for the cause 
of civilization, good morals, and religion. 
No fair-minded person jaiges them by their 
abuses any more than he would judge Chris- 
tianity by its abuses; and no historian de- 
nies to any of them the credit which it 
properly deserves as a factor in determining 
the progress of the world. The Interior, as 
an organ of the high-minded Presbyterian 


faith, should speak of these religions with : 


moderation, charity, and discernment. The 
period of vituperation, so far as they are 
concerned, was long since passed. They are 
simple historical facts, to be judged with the 
same candor as tlie philosophy, the science, 
or the literature of ancient times and peo- 
ples. .

The Publie Debt Decreased $10,500,000 the 
Past Month—The Demo-Confeds to Adopt 
the Possum Policy During the Coming 
Session of Congress. 

Special Disvaich to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Nov. 1.— The decrease of the 
public debt for the past month was nearly $10,- 
500,000. The condition of the Treasury is so 
good that the Secretary of the Treasury this 
afternoon issued a circular proposing to pur- 
chase $10,000,000 of outstanding 6 per cent bonds 
for the sinking fund, the Department to receive 
or reject any offers. There is a larger store of 
coin in the Treasury than there is in the Bank of 
England. ' 

From the outgivings of the few Con 
servative Democrats from the South who 
have arrived here, it is evident that 
the Democratie leaders win endeavor 
to force their party at the coming session to 
adopt a’possum policy. Frightened at the re- 
sults in Ohio, and conscious that the campaign 
which the Solid South has originated will result 
in a Joss to the Democracy of all chances to se- 
cure the Presidency, a very vigorous effort is to 
be made to force the party to abandon all the 
issues which made the extra session necessary, 
and by the discovery of new issues to endeavor 
to hoodwink the North as to the real purposes of 
the Bourbon party.

HEALTHY CONDITION OF THE FRENCH REV-

Parts, Oct. 18.—The revenue of the first nine 
months of the present year shows an increase 
over the corresponding months of last year 
amounting to 10,000,000, francs, after allowing 


tor taxes taken off. The increase is greatest in 


the item of registration and mortgage duties, 
viz., 25,900,000 francs. In indigenous sugar 
duty it is 16,500,000 francs, with 6 nearly cor- 
responding decline in the import duty on for- 
eign sugar. In general customs duties, the in- 
crease is 14,600,000 francs: in liquors it is 
8,500,000 francs; in the salt duty, 2,400,000 
francs; and in tobacco, 2,300,000 francs. There 
is also an increase in the receipts from the 
telegraph service. These are the chief 
items under which there has been 
an augmentation. The most . interesting 
feature of this increase 1s, that at the end of 
the first six months of the present year it only 
amounted to 31,300,000 francs. The last three 
months have accordingly sufficed to bring up 
the overplus to 60,000,000 francs. In July last 
year the increase over the yield of the corre- 
sponding month of 1877 was 30,000,000 francs; 
in October it was 17,000,000 francs, a little more 
than half as much again. The increase had 
rove Ov at the same rate as in the preceding 
‘monoths. This year the merease from July to 
October has proceeded at double the rate of the 
previous months.

property, and terrible loss to the people of 
Colorado. 

At the time of writing this dispatch Gen. 
Adams had not yet received the instructions 
telegraphed him on Sunday by Secretary 
Schurz, which covered the same poiuts and pro- 
posed the same terms, and which designated as 
members of the Commission Gen. Hatch, Chief 
Ouray, and Gen. Adams himself.

‘REFUSED SELL BISMARCK A RAILROAD. 

Bunt, Oct, 16.—Foremost among the sub- 
jects which will engage the attention of the 
Prussian Chamber after it meets on the 28th 
inst. will be the railway question. Prince Bis- 
marck d to increase the independent re- 
sources of State by buying up and working 
private lines. Before broaching the matter in 
the Reichstag he evidently wishes to try the ex- 
periment ic the Prussian Parliament.

To- 
day a ral meeting of the sharebolders of 
the rlin, Potsdam & Magdeburg Railway 
Company was held here to deliberate 
on the offer of the Government to take 
over the line in return for a fed 
dividend or annuity of 4 per cent, and 1 per cent 
conversion premiums.

IRON AND COAL. 


Flourishing Condition of the Trade in Penn. 
sylvania. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 1.—The pig-iron 
market has reached the top notch, and ship- 
ments of foreign iron have become so plenty 
that sellers are quite willing to take contracts 
at present prices. The English market is un- 
settled, but the Edgar Thomson Steel-Works 
has already received 1,500 tons,of English pig, 
and will have more. Nevertheless, the scarcity 
of iron for immediate delivery keeps up prices 
to within a dollar of last monta’s prices. The 
milis have orders enough for the rest of the 
year, and the feeling is that the price will, after 
all, go higher, as the quality of English iron is by 
no means the best, and some who have bopeht 
it are very much dissatisfied. The demand is 


brisk and active for all kinds of iron, and orders 


will carry all the mills clear into the spring. 

Plate and tank iron cannot be furnished fast 
enough, and the entire production of steel rails 
is sold up to April. 

The only advance in price during the week 
has been in muck bars, $1 per ton, and iron railg 
$1 to $2. Sales of steel rails during the week 
have been about 15,000 tons, at $54 deligered 
from Eastern mills, and $55 in Chicago. 

The coal market bas taken & very decided up- 
ward turn during the past week, which is due 
more to confidence in the future than to any 
want of coal, for the output this yeaf is aimost 
6,000,000 tons ahead of last yearalready, and is 
500,000 greater than the total production of any 
previous year.

ed or struggled against with that determination 


to seek improvement which makes our pepple 
so ambitrous and so restless, ) 

Here, in these bleak valleys, 4 frugality of 
which we can hardly have conception, is 
practicea with acalmpess and serenity that be- 
toxens an aim of life far other than physical 
improvement. In the town of Torre this is less 
conspicuous than elsewhere; but, even here, 
cultivated, enthusiastic, happy men and women, 
eager in the great purpose of their lives, prac-

Philosophy, dealing with abstract prin- 
ciples, was more easily made a unit. ‘Theology 
had to satisfy at every point the whole nature 
ot man. In the earlier ages church philosopb 
and theology were not so divided; and ha 
theology been purer the two might bave gone 
ov in a union indefinitly. But, in the first piace, 
the numoralities of Rome caused a revolt which 
broke the external powers, and then caused the 
Church to break ap ibto systems. In each of 
these systems the drift was away trom the old 
dogmas, and in the dismemberment philosophy 
became emancipated. 

Descartes introduced a change, the effect of 
which is felt at this day. Questions that had 
been decidéd by the Church were thenceforth to 
be tried before the bar of reason. This thane 
became specially important in the time of Spin- 
oza.

Perhaps be is still won 
dering why, after receiving many assurances of 
public favor, he has never been invited to re 
turn.

It is philoso- 
phy, rather than science, thouch, the speaker 
said, that bad given its present direc- 
tion to theological thought. Science had 
been considered the arbiter of mod- 
ern thought. Bat science had less to 
do with it chan philosophy: Religion should 
seek all that philosophy had to offer, but it 
should not rest upon that. Philosophy shouid 
keep its position, but religion was something 
avart. Religion was the fullness of man’s na- 
ture. It was the central point of our lives, and 
we rem upon neither science nor philosophy. 

t my reader now carefuily follow the ab- 
stract that I give of Mr. Abbott’s eseay, which 
came immediately after this of Mr. Everett’s, 
and note how singulariy one seemed to evolve 
as it were, from the other,—to be the next step, 
so to speak, in the law of evolution.

It was, then, 
important to see how that Philosophy could 
affect Christianity throngh thourht. Christlan- 
ity presented on the one band the system 
known as Orthodoxy; on the other, it presented 
the system of thought koown as Liveral 
Christianity. Its adherents considered it 
substantially the same as that preached 
by Jesus. .Witb. this view the speaker 
did not coincide at ail. The  teacb- 
ings of Jesus‘rested upon the Messianic doc- 
trine. Liberalism was a new and modern sys- 
tem of thought. it combined the teaching of 
Jesus with the best results of. modern thought. 
He should therefore call the Christian Courch 
—that is, the faith beld by the Catholic and 
Protestant Cbhurch—Orthodoxy, and that held 
by the Liberalists neo-Christianity, neo“ from 
the Greek word new. Jesus was the Founder of 
a religion, pot a school. The idea of Christian- 
ity was that of agerm unfolded and developed 
by human reason. The doctrine of the per- 
sonality of Christ was a prominent feature of 
this effort At the beginning, Philosophy had

any minister ought to be ashamed of them. 
It aoes not appear to hurt me.“ But is each 
man to wait till he suffers before he stops! 
Must every man learn by his own experiments 
what are sound rules of health? Does the fact 
that a vigorous consgtitutiqn repels the earliest 
ill effects of tobacco disprove the deductions of 
science from a wide range’ of observation! A 
man, especially a minister, is supposed to b+ a 
rational — acting in View of the inferences 
of bis understanding from—not merely bis own, 
but—human experience. . 

But the existing sentiment is such that he 
who smokes loses influ sadiy. Those who 
are not shut out of are often excluded 
from individual bearts. Can thev afford this? 
influence for good is the most valuable posses- 
sion of any man. A minister wants all he can 
get. It is wicked folly toforfeit fer an indul- 
gence the confidence Of @ sinule soul that may 
need a Christian teacher aud helper. * No man 
that warretb entangleth himseif.’’ 

„A minister has as good a right to moke as 
a layman.” But what if the layman has ne 
right? Further, when a sin is committed, it 
does make a difference who commits tt. It 
is far more injurious in its influence in 
one who is prominent and esteemed as a teacher 
of Diviee truth and a leader in riguteousuess. 
The abundonmenst of truth and right is 
more consoicucus, An enemy may assail, but 
only a recognized friend cam betray the Master. 
Wrong-doitg in a * confuses men's 
moral judgments and Wore surely leads the 
weak to violate their own consciences. By so 
muct as his recognized position empowers bim 
for good it also aggravates the injury of bis 
wrong example. : 

My conviction is that smoking ministers act 
agaiyst their own judgement of what is best. 
They do not pretend that the practice is a good 
It is a matter of 
indifference. But what a mac judges to be 
pest cannot be so lightly set aside. A man 
who does a thing when he micht do a bec 
ter sins. e who does the better thing but 
neglects the best sins. He disobeys the law 
within him. What a man judges to be best is 
God's law to him, as really as the firat com- 
mandment. Indeed, it is the first coramand- 
ment in concrete apolication. Men oppose God 
and deaden their own moral seuse who do that 
which their own judgment pronounces lower 
than the best. ey allow that which they 
condemn. But “ happvis de that condemneth 
not bimself in that which be slloweth.”’ 

I appeal to smoking ministers, is your smok- 
ing to the glory of God! Do you consecrate 
vourself to Him in the consumption of tdbacco? 
De you smoke, as you preach, “all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus”? Do you undermive 
health, spend money for cigars, exhale offensive 
odors, impair your Influence, res‘st your own 
moral convictions, and dull your own moral 
perceptions, for the furtherance of the kingdom 
of Chirst? “He that doubteth is damned, if he 
eat,“ or smoke.

& Ohio closed at 144%. 

The week io Wall street has 6 many respects 
been most eventfal. The month of October is 
all the world over the month that tests to the 
utmost the elasticity of the currency. In the 
early months of autumn in all countries a great 
demand for eurrency to move the new crop be- 
gins and continues through the fall. By the 
end of October the exbaystion continues, and 
the drain begins to manifest itself in the de- 
pleted bank reserves at the principal financial 
centres. Accordingly, thetlast week of October 
is a very trying period for those engaged in 
business requiring the free use of borrowed 
money, and prudent bankers are expected to 
and almost universally do all in their power to 
alleviate the natural burdens of borrowers during 

ttime. It remained for a few New York 
ank-Presidents to put into practice the bad ex- 
ception to this prudent ruie. Superadded to 
the natural and artificial causes referred to, 
there is a temporary disturbing element in the 
market. The large amounts disbursed for in- 
terest and dividends on the Ist of November 
are called io from borrowers, in addition to 
which immense sums are paid iuto the City 
Treasury for taxes. This money, of course, finds 
its way back to the street in a day or two. 

The rates for money on cali daring the week 
have been very irregular, rangivrg from 7 per 
cent per annum interest to ma varying daily 
commission in addition. 

At the Stock Exchange prices have been 
mainly influenced by the money market. At the 
close of the week, however, the stock market 
cut loose from the money market, the artificial 
character of which was no longee asecret. The 
natural conditions began to assert themselves, 
and the enormous earnings of the priggipal rail- 
roads rapidly told on. the prices of their stock.

These claims. althcagh often 
sold tor considerable sums of money, 
im fact were not recognized by the law. aud the 
only advantage the possessor of a claim had 
over another was the right to pre-empt bis land, 
which gave him the right to purchase the land to 
the exclusion of any other party, provided he 
avatied himself of this privilege within one year 
from the time he commenced his improvements, 
These, improvements often consisted in plow- 
ing a farrow around the land desired, or some 
equally fragile evidence of an intention to purchase 
and occupy the land. 

But anterior to the land sales the pre-emption 
rigot did not exist, while in some sections ex- 
tensive improvements had been made upon the 
— and these early settlers were often deprived 

their property by the

which consisted either in the forcivle taking pos- 
eession of the land by superior force, or purchasing 
the property at the land sale by speculators, be- 
fore the settlers could raise the money to pay the 
10 sniilings per acre demanded by t the overn- 
ment, Both of these methods were, moraily, 
equally unjust, and the settiers soon learned to 
unite for —— protection. They formed claim

THE AGENT'S HARVEST: 
occurred im the selling. When the small 
— — of settiers which began to flow into the 
couutry in the forties bad, about 1850, become a 
river, the land agent was in bw giory. Land for 
farms was in great demand, and, having previously 
obtained the agency of as muco land as he could, 
be was ready for business. His business card was 
everywhere, and he paid close attention to 
every land hunter. When the lajter had selected a 
piece of land which he desired to buy, and applied 
to our friend to secure it, he would be told that he 
was not the agent for that particular piece of 
land, but that he knew the owner and 
could probably secure it. He would then 
propose that he be empowered to offer 
the owner a certain price, with the understanding 
that the agent was to receive a certain commission 
for purchasing the land. Having previous.y agreed 
with the owner of the land upon a liberal com mis- 
sion for selling, he was ina position to make about 
as much as the owner. 

After the country became settled up, and he 
could no longer make money by the sale of wild 

land, he transferred his attention to the 


SALE OF IMPROVED FARMS, 


which the more wealthy immigrants desired, and 
in this he was equally as cunning. Old, worn-out 
clay or sandy land would be palmed off as excellent 
meadow or wheat land, or some swamp would be 
sold inthe winter as dry land. One instance of 
this occurred out on Rock River. An old settler/ 
in R. had a piece of land near the town 
which could not de farmed on account of 
the swampy nature of the soil, In the fall of 
185- his neighbors were surprised to see him put- 
ting a fence around the land. and, shortly after, he 
moved an ald house and barn upon the premises, 


Hing up the place to resemble an old farm, —even 


to setting a number of ap tg in the garden. 
Tais done, he waited for ffosts of winter to 
cover his work with ice * snow, when he was 
ready to sell it to the first man who came alone in 
search of a farm,.—which he did, and ata 
round price, too. Many thousands of acres of 


SWAMP LAND WERS SOLD 


in dry seasons or during winter as arable land, 
and, while tue purchasers were of course swindied 
in the trades, the extensive draining which has 
since been cone has made much of this land the 
most valuable and productive to be found. 

Often the settler would be swindled in the 
title to hie land. Coming from the Fast, 
where farms have been held in the same 
family for generations, be was careless as to his 
title, and, after paying for his farm. found that be 
had to pay off some old mortgage, or perhaps only 
hold the warranty of some bankrupt speculator 
who had previously sold the land. Until late years 
it was nota criminal offense. under our laws, to 
give a deed for lani not owned by the grantor; and 
such offenses are committed even now, when the 
Penitentiary is the goal to woich the laws assign 
such rascals. One instancein point: About tae 
time of the War a man, who by speculation had 
become about bankrupt. wished to sell a lot of vil- 
lage property, and effected a sale to several of his 
neighoors. They, being business-men, required of 
him an abstract of the property, which he ootained, 
showing tue title in him. This satistied the var- 
ties, and an attorney was inetructed to draw the 
deeds, which he did in a few days, and the titles 
passed, as was supposed, to the purchasers, and 
the deeds properly recorded. The new 
owners took possession of their property, 
erected buildings upon the lots which, within two 
or three years, became quite valuable. A little 
over three years from the sale the purchasers were 
surprised to see an advertisement ina local paper 
offering this property for sale ander a trust-deed. 
Hurrying to the Recorder's office, they discovered 
that the day before the filing of their deeds a trust- 
deed nad been filed, covering the same property, 
for a large amount of money which had bee. bor- 
rowed of a Chicago capitalist. It afterwards 
transpired that the former owner, in the interim 
between the exhibition of the abstract and the 
making out of the deecs, had come to this city, 
effected a loan, had the deed recorded, and ob- 
tained the money. As the statute limited criminal 
prosecation to three years from making tne deed, 
he nad promptly paid tht interest on the loan until 
this period expired, when he defaulted an allowed 
the property to be sold. 

The laying out of

was another source of revenue to the land agent. 
When the railroad era was inauguratea, and Chi- 
cago took such giant strides from village to me- 
tropolis, it affected the whole country to tne West, 
through which railroads were being built. Their 
constroction changed the business centre of the 
country, and many towns which theretofore pos- 
sessea considerable commercial importance be- 
@ame deserted villages. Of course no one could 
tell where the towns and cities of the future would

These 
were freely circulated in the East, and our friend 
was enthusiastic at the thought of his future pros- 
pecis.

of lilinois land. His hope and cheek are un bound - 
ed. and when the Ute war is over he will be found 
close to the heels of the iast retreating brave, 
waving his hand majestically, and beckoning on the 
pioneers to the top of Mount Lincoin, with the 
confident assurance that it is splendid farming- 
land. sir; perhaps a little coq! for corn, but just 
the thing for wheat and barley.’ 

The New York Daily Bulletin sums up the ro- 
ports of the real-estate market in Chicago. St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Paul, and in fact 
about all the leading cities of the West, and says: 
In the new phtaseology, it looks like a boom. 
If it be true that real estate is always the last to 
experience the influence of a panic, and also the 
last to recover from i 7 itis a warrantable inference 
that, so far as these Western cities are concerned, 
the memorable collapse of 1873 has about ceased 
to be felt in the market. In the great cities on the 
seaboard the movement is quietiy in the same 
direction, A noteworthy increase in building en- 
tervrises is visible in Philadelphia. and in the upper 
wards of New York, east of Fourth avenue, we are 
informed thai there are at this time nearly a taou- 
sand new buildings, dwellings chiefly, in course of 
construction. The facilities provided by the Ele- 
vated Railroad of coarse have been largely inetru- 
mental in stimofating these enterprises: but. even 
if the former were still wanting, the recovery of 
the geveral business nterests of the country would 
douveiess = hes made itself felt upon teal estate as 
upon other things.
